New York, April 18.—After a session at 
the Hotel Savoy, lasting for nearly six 
hours today, aside from short recesses, 
the 200 managing agents of the: Equifable 
Life Assurance Society from all parts of 
the United States, adopted resolutions 
late this afternoon asking the New York 
siate legislature to “exercise its pienary 
power by enacting an amendment to the 
Socicty’s charter,’ thi. amendment to give 
the policy holders admission to the di- 
rectorate of the soclety. 

The resolutions also provide that a come 
mittee, consisting of one manager four 
every state in the union and one from 
Canada, together with all the managers 
in New York city, should be named 
to visit Governor Higgins and Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hendricks and se- 
cure their assistance in getting the legis- 
lature to act in the matter. This commit- 
tee, representing the whole committee, 
will be designated before the agents final- 
ly adjourn,

First Lieutenant Cleveland C. Wilcoxon, 
of the Ninth United States infantry, a 
well known Georgian, who has for some 
years made his home in Atlanta, has 
just been placed upon the retired list 
with three-quarters pay and allowances 
as the result of permanent disabilities 
received in the service. 

The order under which Lieutenant Wil- 
coxon is retired reads: 

“First Lieutenant Cleveland C. Wil- 
coxgn, having been found by an army 
retiring board incapacitated for active ser- 


thereto, his retirement, April Ii, 1905, 
under the provisions of section 125! R. 
S., is announced. He will proceed to 
his home.’’ 

Lieutenant Wilcoxon is at present in 
Atlanta wifh his wife, having left his 
regiment, which is stationed at Platts- 
burg barracks, some time ago. Prior to 
the war with Spain, Lieutenant Wilcoxon 
was a major in the Fifth Georgia infan- 
try. When the war with Spain began 
he was made a captain in the Second 
Georgia volunteers and was mustered 
out in November, 1898. In 1899 he was 
appointed captain in the Twenty-ninth 
United States volunteers, which was re- 
cruited at Fort McPherson, and served 
as adjutant of the regiment in the Phil- 
ippines. It was in the Philippines, it is 
said, that he acquired the disabilities 
which have necessitated his retirement 
from the army. When the Twenty-ninth 
volunteers were mustered out he was 
made first Heutenant in the Ninth in- 
fantry, regulars, and his last duty at 
Plattsburg barracks, New York, was as 
battalion adjutant. Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
coxon will reside in Atlanta.

Rakestraw Is Shot Dead by Ed. 
Camp During Game. 

Athens, Ga., April 1!8.—(Special.)—Yes- 
terday evening in the upper part of Oco- 
nee county, on the plantation of Jackson 
& Vincent, Atkinson Rakestraw, a ne- 
gro boy, aged {8 years, was shot and 
instantly killed by Ed Camp, a negro, 
about thirty years of age. Camp and 
Babe Rakestraw, father of the dead ne- 
gro, were evidently engaged in a game of 
cards, and Rakestraw had won all the 
money Camp had. Rakestraw pulled the 
small pile of money over into his lap, and 
at that act Camp jumped at him, seized 
his pistol out of his pocket and fired.

This bullet took effect and the negro 
fell dead.
